quarts of whisky were seized and the 
white steward and nine colored wait- 
ers were arrested 
yesterday after- 


noon by Sheriff D. W. Moran and 
Deputies B. C. Williams and Guilford 
Green in a raid on the dining car 
Pone de Leon as the afternoon train 
passed through this city enroute from 
New York to Key West. 


Information had been received by 


the local authorities that liquor was 
being handled on the New York-Key 
"West train, and, acting on the tip, 
the sheriff and his deputies boarded 
the train at Buena Vista. A careful 
search of the interior of the dining 
car failed to reveal any booze while 
the train was covering the distance 
from the suburb to the city station, 
but when it came to a stop here the 
officers searched the food compart- 
ment under the car, where the liquor 
•was found secreted. 


It is not believed that the whisky 


was being carried in the car with the 
knowledge of any of the railroad of- 
ficials, as the line is under federal 
control and it would be a dangerous 
practice, but that some of the mem- 
bers of the crew of the diner were 
making a comfortable income "on the 
side," with the price prevailing under' 
such circumstances said to be 50 
«ents a drink. 
' 
The current quotation for booze in 


this section is said to have jumped 
to $15 p%r quart, which would' give the 
seized liquor a market value of $1,455 
In quantity lots here, or much more 
-when sold by the drink. 


W. H. Neisel, white steward of the 


dining car, got out on 'bond of $500, 
but the others were held in the county 
jail up to noon, at which time they 
conferring with an attorney as to the 
best course to pursue after changing 
their minds, or some of them, at least, 
about entering a plea of guilty. 


What the 
railway 
company did 


about feeding the hungry passengers 
on the train last night or for a crew 
-on the return trip was a matter that 
Sheriff Moran wasn't worrying about 
and on which he had no information. 
He has the booze in the strong box 
•where a considerable quantity Is now 
stored. 


Finds Moonshine Still 


Charged with making "moonshine" 


on his farm on the Fort Lauderdale 
canal, John Braddock, a prominent 
farmer in that section, was arraigned 
before TJ. S. Commissioner John M. 
Graham yesterday and placed under 
a $500 bond. He pleaded "not guilty."

SUPREME COURT WILL NAME A 


COMMISSIONER TO TAKE TES- 


TIMONY IN SUIT AGAINST THE 
» 


COMPANY. 


Within not more than 30 days, ac- 


cording to Attorney General Van C. 
Swearingen following a week's inspec- 
tion of the route and condition of the 
Florida East Coast canal, the supreme 
court will name a tommissioner to 
take testimony in tbe suit which the 
state has filed against the canal com- 
pany to force it to maintain a depth 
of five feet and a width of 50 feet at 
the bottom, in accordance with ihe 
contract between the state and the 
company. According to the attorney 
general the state is going to press its 
claim that the canal company is not 
fulfilling its contract in providing a 
uniform depth of five feet and a width 
of fifty feet so as to permit easy navi- 
gation from Jacksonville to Miami, a 
distance of approximately 400 miles. 
It is expectefl that a majority of the 
testimony in the case will be taken 
in Jacksonville, and experts for the 
state and canal company will be sum- 
moned to give testimony. The state 
alleges that the company has been 
extremely dilatory in the fulfillment 
of its contract and that the state had 
been unusually lenient with it in that 
many legislatures have granted ex- 
tension of time. 


The East Coast Canal company was 


organized early in the nineties and in 
consideration of the building of a 
naval canal from Miami to Jackson) 
ville the state deeded to the promot- 
ers 
1,100,000 acres of 
Everglades 


lands, which is now held to be worth 
more than the canal cost. It is con- 
servatively estimated that the ex- 
pense necessary in deepening the ca- 
nal to a depth of five feet will not be 
less than $100,000. This will not in- 
clude the cost of widening it to 50 
feet.

This year the moon does not full 
until April 15. Consequently the date 
of donning the Easter hat will come 
so late that it is probable many wo- 
men will have bought another piece 
of headgear, "just to tide me over 
ent," long before the Easter lilies 
bloom. 


Of course there have been instances 


of Easter falling on a later date, but 
they are not many. In 1889 Easter 
came on April 21, and in 1905 it was 
even later than this year, April 23. 
In 1892 the date was April 17, and in 
1897 it was the 18th. In 1908 it fell 
on April 19.

DON'T CASH YOUR WAR SAVINGS STAMPS 


During the last few weeks, according to a report from 


the office of the state director of war savings, an unusually 
large number of war savings stamps have been presented to 
the postmasters at money order postoffices for redemption. 
The volume of demand for redemptions became so great that 
the state director issued an appeal to people generally to re- 
frain from cashing their war savings stamps, except when the 
necessities were urgent. 
He points out that many people may 


be cashing their stamps because they think the necessity no 
longer exists for holding them. 


According to a financial statement made by the secretary 


of the treasury, the government's need for money during the 
year 1919 will be in the neighborhood of twelve billions of 
dollars. 
This is based upon current expenses, and does not 


take into consideration that any very large amount of war 
savings stamps will be presented for redemption. So, those 
persons who thoughtlessly present their stamps for redemption 
undoubtedly will embarass the government. If these stamps 
were purchased to heip win the war, the purchaser is honor- 
bound to observe the conditions of the sale, which were that 
purchaser should hold these stamps until January 1, 1923, 
and to cash them only when there was urgent necessity for 
funds. 


The government does no$ask that people refrain from 


cashing stamps under all conditions, but does ask each person 
who asks for a refund of his money to carefully consider the 
effect it will have, not only upon the others in his community, 
but what it would mean for the government if every' person in 
the United States who bought stamps—more than a billion 
dollars worth—were to ask for their money within the next 
thirty days. 


It is not the purpose of the treasury department to in any- 


wise prevent anyone taking advantage of the terms of the sale 
of war savings stamps, but it extends the same request it ex- 
tended before they were purchased—that they buy regularly 
and consistently, and that the stamps be held until that time 
when the government can more conveniently redeem them.

PRIVATE GARS AGAIN 


IN USE BY TOURISTS 


COSTS LIKE SIN TO RIDE IN PRI- 


VATE 
PULLMAN 
BUT THESE 


'CARS ARE STILL 
IN 
GREAT 


DEMAND. 


Now that the war is over and the 


government's 
order 
prohibiting the 


use of private cars has been rescind- 
ed, private cars which were stored 
on side tracks or commandeered for 
hospital purposes during the war are 
again rolling over the tracks of the 
Florida East Coast railroad. 
Up to 


this time all private cars have been 
headed south, the trips back north 
not having started yet, according to 
local railroad men. 


Up to this time about 40 private 


cars have gone through this city since 
January 1, when the ban on them was 
lifted. 
This does not include cars 


for special troop movements. Last 
year only ten private cars rolled over 
the Flagler system, since during the 
war "extreme emergency" was the 
only reason for which private cars 
would be moved over the government 
controlled lines. Even in those cases 
petitions in writing had to be made 
to the regional director for the rail- 
road administration. 


Some of the private Pullman cars 


which have been making trips over the 
Florida East Coast railroad, chartered 
by parties coming to Florida for the 
winter, are the "Advance," "Pilgrim," 
'Washington" and the "Patriot." 


Traveling in a private car entails 


the 
following 
expense: 
The fixed 


rental of $50 per day, plus a ten per 
cent war tax; a guarantee of the 
equivalent of thirty fares to the place 
of destination, and commissaries and 
service at cost, plus 20 per cent. This 
places the cost of a trip to Chicago, 
for instance, at about $800. Neverthe- 
less, the demand for private cars is 
increasing and officials of the Pull- 
man company say it is doubtful if the 
demands can be met. 


It is said that the most antiquated 


private cars were commandeered by 
the army medical department and re- 
modelled into hospital ears to darry 
returned wounded men from the de- 
barkation ports to inland hospitals. 
This army demand considerably de- 
Teased the number of these cars and 
the available ones are now in con- 
stant use.

quarts of whisky were seized and the 
white steward and nine colored wait- 
ers were arrested 
yesterday after- 


noon by Sheriff D. W. Moran and 
Deputies B. C. Williams and Guilford 
Green in a raid on the dining car 
Pone de Leon as the afternoon train 
passed through this city enroute Irom 
New York to Key West. 


Information had been received by 


the local authorities that liquor was 
being handled on the New York-Key 
"West train, and, acting on the tip, 
the sheriff and his deputies boarded 
the train at Buena Vista. A careful 
search of the interior of the dining 
car failed to reveal any booze while 
the train was covering the distance 
from the suburb to the city station, 
but when it came to a stop here the 
officers searched the food compart- 
ment under the car, where the liquor 
•was found secreted. 


It is not believed that the whisky 


was being carried in the car with the 
knowledge of any of the railroad of- 
ficials, as the line is under federal 
control and it would be a dangerous 
practice, but, that some of the mem- 
bers of the crew of the diner were 
making a comfortable income "on the 
side," with the price prevailing under' 
such circumstances said to be 50 
«ents a drink. 
' 
The current quotation for booze in 


this section is said to have jumped 
to $15 p%r quart, which would' give the 
seized liquor a market value of $1,455 
In quantity lots here, or much more 
•when sold by the drink. 


W. H. Neisel, white steward of the 


dining car, got out on 'bond of $500, 
but the others were held in the county 
jail up to noon, at which time they 
conferring with an attorney as to the 
best course to pursue after changing 
their minds, or some of them, at least, 
about entering a plea of guilty.

Within not more than 30 days, ac- 


:ording to Attorney General Van C. 
Swearingen following a week's inspec- 
ion of the route and condition of the 
Florida East Coast canal, the supreme 
:ourt will name a tommissioner to 
ake testimony in the suit which the 
tate has filed against the canal com- 
pany to force it to maintain a depth 
of five feet and a width of 50 feet at 
he bottom, in accordance with ihe 
:ontract between the state and the 
company. According to the attorney 
jeneral the state is going to press its 
ilaim that the canal company is not 
ulfllling its contract in providing a 
uniform depth of five feet and a width 
if fifty feet so as to permit easy navi- 
gation from Jacksonville to Miami, a 
distance of approximately 400 miles, 
t is expectefl that a majority of the 
estimony in the case will be taken 
n Jacksonville, and experts for the 
tate and canal company will be sum- 
moned to give testimony. The state 
alleges that the company has been 
ixtremely dilatory in the fulfillment 
if its contract and that the state had 
been unusually lenient with it in that 
many legislatures have granted ex- 
ension of time.

This year the moon does not full 
until April 15. Consequently the date 
of donning the Easter hat will come 
so late that it is probable many wo- 
men will have bought another piece 
of headgear, "just to tide me over 
ent," long before the Easter lilies 
bloom. 


Of course there have been instances 


of Easter falling on a later date, but 
-hey 
are not many. In 1889 Easter 


:ame on April 21, and in 1905 it was 
even later than this year, April 23. 
In 1892 the date was April 17, and in 
1897 it was the 18th. In 1908 it fell 
on April 19.

During the last few weeks, according to a report from 


:he office of the state director of war savings, an unusually 
arge number of war savings stamps have been presented to 
;he postmasters at money order postoffices for redemption. 
The volume of demand for redemptions became so great that 
;he state director issued an appeal to people generally to re- 
rain from cashing their war savings stamps, except when the 
iecessities were urgent. 
He points out that many people may 


>e cashing their stamps because they think the necessity no 
onger exists for holding them. 


According to a financial statement made by the secretary 


of the treasury, the government's need for money during the 
ear 1919 will be in the neighborhood of twelve billions of 
dollars. 
This is based upon current expenses, and does not 


take into consideration that any very large amount of war 
savings stamps will be presented for redemption. 
So, those 


>ersons who thoughtlessly present their stamps for redemption 
undoubtedly will embarass the government. If these stamps 
were purchased to heip win the war, the purchaser is honor- 
bound to observe the conditions of the sale, which were that 
purchaser should hold these stamps until January 1, 1923, 
and to cash them only when there was urgent necessity for 
;unds. 


The government does not* ask that people refrain from 


:ashing stamps under all conditions, but does ask each person 
who asks for a refund of his money to carefully consider the 
effect it will have, not only upon the others in his community, 
jut what it would mean for the government if every' person in 
the United States who bought stamps—more than a billion 
dollars worth—were to ask for their money within the next 
:hirty days. 


It is not the purpose of the treasury department to in any- 


wise prevent anyone taking advantage of the terms of the sale 
of war savings stamps, but it extends the same request it ex- 
.ended before they were purchased—that they buy regularly 
and consistently, and that the stamps be held until that time 
when the government can more conveniently redeem them.
